Amen who has lived in or near Oukland knows in is a miserable 
city. Much of the hoasing is broken down; many streets are not [lt 
With the exception af the Oakland hills, the schools are overcrowded 
and run tke prisons, and large numbers of people, black, brown, anu 
even whine, are forced to Live in poverty, without adequate clothing, 
médical care or food, In fact, the over-all upemploymest rage in 
Cukland ts nearly LOL, cvice the mational average; and for black 
people it is twlen as high again (20%), Ard everywhere they turn 
poor people are hemmtd in, beaten down and wicked by the ruthless 
rulers of the city, who themselves live in the luxury of the Gakjand 
Hills, Piedmont, Castro Valley, Grinda, or some other sulsarts, 

Mot only are the Qukland police mocorlous for thelr pestape ac- 
thos == against black people, Chicanos and even anei-drafe and 
anticwar demonstratora and semenimes even striking wearkors =-- 
but the Alameda County Welfare Department, which is supposed to 
help people who cannot find work live with some dignity, made Oak- 
land famous four years ago, ahem the welfare agents condocted 
midsight “bed raids" of their clients" homes, They actually forced 
their way ingo the houses of the very people they were supposed to 
be aerving and demanded to ste if they were sleeping alone. Any 
woman who had dared tc entertain a male visitor was got only denled 

the pilddling welfare chock he had been receiving, but was actually 
prosecuted by raciet District Arrormey J. Francis Coakley, for de- 
frauding the welfare department! 

When a school kid in Qakland rebels against the totalitarian achool 
gystem that attempts to teach him oothing but to stay in his place, 
fear his oppressors, and learn to say “yes sir" and “no sir’ on 
command, the kid ts simply kicked our of school and thrown our on the 
etree, “Troublemakera™ in the Cukland schools are aor only fre- 
quently beaten up by teachers and other school officials, they are often 
arrested right on the scheol grounds and dragged all co jail, where 
they are often kept for Bours before their parents are noslfied., 

Most people already know about these intolerable conditions. But 
many people, especially those who are the worst victims of these 
atreciies, are noc fully aware a who ls responsible for the cvil 
changes they are pur through. ‘They #0e only the welfare agent, the 
pig cop, the bill collector, the hard-headed teacher, the ractst=dog 
DA, or some other apent of the power structure: the men who give 
these agents thelr orders are far away in tall buildings. And, al- 
miough ic is necessary to srruggle againer these front-line fune- 
tionaries of the power structure, ft Is also necessary to have an 
understanding of just whe the criminal conspirators are who make 
the Political decisions that come dawn on the people's beads, 

Por soove time, the City of Oakland has been in the grip of William 
F, Knowland and his family <= publishers of the Oakland TRIBUNE, 
the only major newspaper in the city. Knowland’s father, Joseph, 
made a fortiné in the shipping indugtey in California after Warld 

‘War |, and increased if during World War If, when Gakland was a 
major port. bt wae in these war years thar large numbers of south- 
rn poor people, black and white, were almost literally picked up 
by the Federal Government and dumped in northern cities to work 
in the defense plants aod shipyards, They were put up in so-called 
“temporary” housing, which became permanens after the warcnded, 


numbers of people, particularly black people, were 
thrown out of work by the closing of the shipyards. But Joseph 


had bullied and bribed his way Inte full ownership of the TRIBUNE, 
Before World War |], the Knowland family only owned one-hall of 
the TRIBUNE and several other criminal enterprises. Gur when the 
owner of the other hall died and ber estate was stil) belng setthed, 
Joseph put up $1 milifen to buy our the ress of the newspaper. And, 
even though there was a higher offer from a newspaperman In S:. 
Paul, Kiinnésota, Knowland'’s friend in the Alameda County Superior 
Court, Jodge Jobe J. Allen, ruled thar the estate had to sell te 
Koowland, for less money, So the Knowlands gained almost a com- 
plete manapoly on information in Cakland: and ever siace, they have 
used the TRIBUNE a5 a PROPAGANDA TOOL for the games they 
apd their cohorts are running oa the poopie. 

Fram the very beginning the Koowlands have buile up a ruthlessly 
reactionary political machine to comtral Qukland and Sulld a power= 
base for themselves in bah the business andthe polities, not only 
of Qukland, but of California and the entire country. Sioce the early 
12h, the Rnowilanda haw wheeled, dealed and cut throats to get 
themselves more power and pur the people in further misery. For 
example, in 1925, they used their influence to get Ear] Warren ap- 
Polated Assistam District Attorney, and then they pressured the 
District Atformey ta step down ta make way for Warren, Then in 
the [4ils, the TRIBUNE went all-out to get Warren elecved Gaavernor. 

And, after he took offices, Warron (remember him, the “liberal™ 
Supréme Court Justice?) paid off. When one of the LU), 5, Sematers 

from Califarnia died, Warren quickly appoimed Willian Knowland 
to fill the vacancy. 

Ag a politician William Knowlind has always been the implaccable 
for of black people, poor people, working people, andi the peoples af 
thee world, As far beck of 1997, a8 o.Stare Assemblyman, Knowland 
succeeded in temporarily blocking the pardon of Tom Mooney, a 
union organizer in the early L008 (beck when unions were really 
opposed to the pownr structure), who had been framed on charged of 
bomb—throwing, Luter, as a Senaror, he mot only oppoged the Iier- 
ation of the Chinese people, but actually took up the cause of fascist 
Chisag-kal-shek, in insisting that the criminal war in Korea should 
be extendéd to an attack on the People’s Republic of China and the 
Chinese revolution, |e was so hard-headed about his suppart for 
Chiang-kai-sher that he was given the nickname William "Formosa" 
Koowland, At the time of the victory of the Vietnamese peaple 
against the French imperialists at Dieobioophu in 194, Knowland 
advised mad-man John Foster Dulles, then Secretary of Srate af the 
LUG. fo intervene with Ouruing attacks, including atomic bonebe if 
necessary, to crush the Vietnamese registance po French colontal- 
iam dnd western domination, 

On the home from, le voted in 18 for a Senate bill thar would 
huwe allowed sowthers states te further segregate their schools and 
he even opposed do-mothing bodies lke the Federal Fair Employment 
Practices Commission, He supported bills allowing the states to 
open the relief rolls to public inspection, making the reeipienes 
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fants at Jack London square, 
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vulnerable co further discrimination, At the same time he backed 
bills empowering the US, goverament to seize plants when workers 
went on amie and to uae the army fo cruah aries, In 1958, he ron 
for Governor of the Stare of California, mainly on a platform of 
flunkying for big buslecss, even to the extent of promising a “right 
to work jaw,"' aimed ac preventing union organization, Throughout 
his political career, which officially ended with his defear in the 
Governor's race of 1958, Knowland--whohadrisen as high as Senare 
Majority Leader under the Eisenhower regime, == waa known a8 oné 
of the key leaders of the most reactionary wing of che Republican 
Party. In 1964, for example, he was California campaign manager 
for Barry Goldwater. 

Amd, after be retired from public polinies, Knowland continoed 
to Fale Oakland with an iron, right-wing grip. He has used the 
TRIBUNE (which lisel has less than $2 black employees) to oppose 


every struggle for the Liberation of black people, students and work-— 


ing people. In 1965, when black people were boycotting the restau 

1 because they refused to hire black 
people for any but the lowest paying, most degrading jobs, Knowland 
blasted away at the beaders of the boycott, writing in ome froat- 
page editorial thar anyone who even pleketed the restaurants was 
guilty of “‘gangeterism’. He ranved and raved about the “privane 
enterprise system" and how it was much mare sacred chan the 
right of people to work and live decently. And when the final con- 
frontation of that strugghe came down, on March 13, 1965, at the 
“Sea Wolf" restaurant, Knowland himself, along with his henchman 
fn thee ciry government, incbuding much of the Pig Caparinent, went 
down to the restaurant itself and supervised the defeat of the ax- 
mMmpted boyeete, 

Again, in 1966, when black people boycemed the Gakland bulges 
gchoola and junior high schools, Knowland attacked them as “ir- 
responsible’ and when a minor rebellion broke out, after a pig 
agempted te arrest a black victim of an auto accident, Knowland 
wrote another front-page editorial blaming the school boycotters for 
the violence! After the murder of Bobby Hutton, when black people 
Degen the boycott af Houswives market, Koowland not only blasted 
them again with a from-page editorial, bur he ran an ad in his 
paper asking people to break the boycom by coding out of their way to 
Shop af the market, And, just this year, when the Gourd of legen, 
ied by Knowland’s pig-in-arms, Governor Reagan, tried te block 
Eldridge Cleaver from Jecturing on the Gerkeley campus, Knowland 
came oul With his mest atracious edigordal of all, in whieh the only 
description he gave of the Minister of Information was the Passage 
from his beck about how he became a rapist, Gur seurvy-dog 
Reowland did not include inthis quotefrom SOUL ON ICE, the part 
af the passage where Eldridge says, “After [ recurned to prison, 
I tock a long look at myself and, for the first time in my Life, ad. 
mitted that | was wrong, that I had gone astray <= astray mot Ba 
much from the white man's law as from beleg bgiman, civilized == 
for Leould not approve of the act of rape" 

By deliberarely leaving this part our of bis editorial, Know land 
was attempting to create the impression that Eldridge, instead of 
Rnowiang, was the mad-dog; thathe was proudod having raped wOnbES 
and that be would do i again ar any time, This was a transpareng 
atiempe to play on the worse racist feacs and Prejudices of white 
people; if was a scurvy example of irresponsible journalism 
that even the white racisr capitalist press would generally be 
ashamed of, But it ff jest common practice for the andke, Keowland. 
; Knowland dots oot rule Odkland, and influence much of the 
politics of California and the COUMErYy, however, only with his 
newspaper. He has buile op a pallirical niMchineg fn Oukiard thar 
Erie Dla tripled-jowled Assemblyman, Dan Mullord, from Pbed- 
men; viclous District Amorney, racist Frank Coakley: Oakland 
AMdundelpal Laur Jadee, mad-man Malcolm Champlin andabnoost all af

DAMASCUS (Pan African Press) —- The Palestinian Commandos 
dealt a heavy blow to the Israel! aggressors by blowing up on 
October 24, the Lydda Airport == the biggest in lara], U5. im- 
perialism's tool of aggression, The explosion set the alrport ablaze 
for 24 hours and caused adumage estimapedar more than one millica 
U5, dollars, according te press reports here, 

The Lydéa Airport is only eleven miles from Tel Aviv, the heart 
of the Israeli-ruled area, Palestinian Commando fighters managed 
to pet Lite the abtrport in disguise and planted explosives equipped 
with timing device In the airport's nower compound, The explosives 
touched off a great fire and gutted the four-sterey cenrral terminal 
bulking of the airport despite the fact that large numbers of fire- 
Men and wroapa were sent to fiphe che fire, 

The Palestinian Commandos have recently irsensified their oper- 
dittons in the [sraelieruled areas and scored remarkable suceesses, 
Apart from the explosion ef the Lydda airport, the Comumandos 
launched 24 attacks dn the past week in che Geisan Valley, Jerusa- 
lem Betsah Tekfa, Abulsus, Gum Sedrab, the Negev Desert and other 
areas, They wiped our about 250 Israeli occupation troops, demolished 
sixteen strongpoints Including five big camps, destroyed rwenty= 
two military vehicles and a stretch of railway and damaged a factory, 

Among these operations, the attacks on Getober 22 and 24 were 
most remarkable. In an attack in ebulsug on October 22, “Assifa' 
units under “"Al-Fatah" (the Palestine National Liberation Move= 
ment) destroyed a major part of an Isragli camp, an ammunition 
depat, a supply deper and ane heavy machinégun and killed a large 
number of enemy troops. On October 24, “Assifa" units attacked a 
big israchi camp in Oum Sedrah, seqthe whole camp ablaze and killed 
or wounded a large number of enemy troops incloding a high= 

Fanking officer. On the same day, another unde of the Palestinian 
Commandos destroyed an Lsraelk ambush site, an abservation post 
and a fest centre for servicemen, killing of wounding ewenty=flec

BLUEMCS AIRES (Pan African Press) — In APpentina under che 

rule of Latifundia and the big bourgeoisie, the broad massed of the 
labouring pele arc leading a miserab le Ufe, Their bealeh condidion 
is appalling, diseases are rampant and death rate is high amicing, 
children, 4 

In the provinces of Salta and Corrientes which are typical of the 
poverty of the country, 30 families of Latifindla and big bowngeciae 
possess 50 percent of the farming and pastoral land as well as 80 
perotnt af the provinces" total income, while the masses of the 
labouring people anc Loelr families only share the remaining 1? 
percent of the income, In Corrientes province, 1,560 children died 
every year on an average, while In Asita province, the death fate ofl 
children is as high as 10 percent. 

As a result of the extreme poverty and poor housing 
the labouring people, about 1.5 millian Argentine population are 
suffering from an endemic disease called the “‘sickness of Chagas”. ‘ 
This disease is prevalent among working people, particularly those 
in the rural areas, The disease is spread by ingects found in huts 
built with mod and s straw, In the agricultural area of Santiago Del 
Estero Province, 75 percent of the 2i-year-oldresidents are sulfer= 
ing from this disease, in the poverty-sirlcken northern province”
